BEGIN TEXT JAPAN HAS DECIDED TO CONDITIONALLY ACCEPT THE 
PENDING DEMAND BY NUMEROUS DEVELOPING NATIONS FOR 
EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC JURISDICTION OVER A 200-SEA MILEOFF- 
SHORE AREA AT THE CURRENT INTERNATIONAL LAW OF THE SEA 
CONFERENCE IN VENEZUELA; GOVERNMENT SOURCES SAID TUESDAY. 
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THE SOURCES SAID JAPAN WOULD ACCEPT THE DEMAND IF THE 
ESTABLISHED FISHING PREROGATIVES OF NATIONS OTHER THAN THE 
COASTAL NATIONS TO EXERCISE SUCH JURISDICTION BE RESPECTED. 

IN ADDITION, JAPAN WILL TRY TO SEEK THE ASSURANCE THAT THE 
PRESENT INTERNATIONAL FREEDOM OF SCIENTIFIC SURVEYS AND 
LAYING OF UNDERSEA CABLE LINES BE MAINTAINED IN SUCH
